TM COURTNEY LOOKS AT 1955 

In a talk , last night, at the Bald- 
win Club, Town Manager Joseph 
Courtney ‘took a good look at 1965 
—and beyond. He spoke informally 
for an hour and a half to the mem- 
bers of the club, and their guests, 
and answered several questions 
which were put to him, afterwards 
His talk was somewhat in the fol- 
lowing manner 

T didn't have too many illusions 
when I came to Wilmington, but 
I think I can say at the end of the 
first calendar year that I have 
spent here that some of the fears 
which 'I had were not realized, 
while other problems seem to be 
pretty large in scope. Back where 
T came from water was something 
to drink, but here. we are like the 
Ancient Mariner, with water water 
everywhere and nothing for water 
extensions. 

Tam, on the whole, extremely 
pleased with the overwhelming 
majority of your town employees~ 
we had a political tradition in the 
other community in which I lived, 


so that between Civil Service and| py, 


Red Tape we often had a load on 
our necks—I objéct to the iden 
of Department Heads setting up 
Uttle empires for themselves. 

Wilmington seems to have a high 
tax rate, but when you figure it 
on @ per capita basis it isn't so 
bad, I have just finished tod: 
making some comparisons on a 
per capita basis for 17 communi- 
ties of similar situation, from Wil- 
mington to Dracut, and from Burl. 
ington to Lynn and I find that just 
about in the middle, on tax re- 
sources. We might be said to be 
the norm for the are 

If emulation is the sincerest 
type of compliment then 1 Ui 
that Wilmington is to be compll- 
mented by what is happening & 
round us, for there are many towns 
within hailing distance which are 
trying to change their Zoning Laws 
as we did last summer. One parti- 
cular developer, from a nearby 
community protested our new Zon- 
ing Laws, and then went back to 
his town, after he saw how they 
worked, and recommended larger 
lot sizes there. 

We have in Wilmington a very 
well qualified Board of Appeals, 
who are extremely careful about 
This is, of 
course, thing, and I 
for one am extremely grateful that 
such is the case. 

Of course, in this talk I can hit 
the highlights only, but I feel that 
one of our basic problems is that 
Wilmington seems to have a high 
Arg.ee of financial instability, with 
a fluctuating tax rate.

\wain the credit isn’t exactly Courtney’s—but he was there, as the 
CV program has it. 

‘Since Courtney has come to town we have had a new purchas- 
ing system, This is distinctly to Courtney's credit, even though 
some people get all snarled up in the red tape. Our purchasing 
system, under the previous town manager was nothing to boast 
ibout, but, at least in one sense of the word, the Town Manager 
aas now finally achieved a “business plan” for Wilmington. 

Courtney's strong point, in our estimation, is in the financial 
tield. He saved the town $20,000 (or so'it appears at present), in 
the construction of the new high school, by usin, Anticipated 
3onds for the first year. He has really done a lot of work on the 
Town Budget, work that the average citizen never has a chance to 
yppreciate, but which ultimately becomes reflected in the tax rate. 
Above all, Courtney has not yet adopted a single arbitrary stand,

PACKAGING GAINS - One

“The improved demand 
for this type of container 
during the second half of 
1954 is expected to continue," 
Lester B. Platt,) executive 
secretary of the Collapsible 
‘Tube Manufacturers Council, 
reports, ‘‘and 1965 shoul 
find the industry operatin: 
at another high level of pro 
duction.” 

While final figures are not 
yet available, the industry's 
1954 output will approach 
and may possibly equal or 
exceed 1958 production of 6,- 
682,405 gross or nearly a bil- 
lion tubes. 

The industry, comprising 
16 manufacturers and 20 
plants throughout the U.S., 
produces various sizes and 
types of tubes for the pack- 
aging of toothpaste, medici- 
nals and pharmaceuticals, 
shaving creams, cosmetics, 
household and industrial 
items and food products. 

Increasing recognition of 
the collapsible metal tube is 
reflected in expanded use by 
producers of dentifrices, cos- 
ceics and household and in- 
dustrial products. 

Another factor contribut- 
ing to the industry's favor- 
able outlook is a smoother 
flow of orders due to a de- 
crease in packagers’ inven- 
tories. 

Although tube production 
has almost doubled since 
1939, the industry has manu- 
facturing facilitiés on hand 
to substantially increase vol- 
ume if the demand warrants. 

GAS APPLIANCES—Three 
factors expected to give the 
gas appliance industry its 
busiest year since 1950 are: 
the constructign of 1,300,000 
new homes; record expendi- 
ture of $6,250,0,0,000 on home 
modernization, and continued 
expansion of the nation’s gas 
pipeline system during 1955. 

“By the end of 1965 at least 
three major gas appliances 
will be used in the average 
home where only one was 
employed in 1945,” H. Leigh 
Whitelaw, managing director 
of the Gas Appliance Manu- 
facturess Association, says. 

To meet this demand man- 
ufacturers, distributors and 
dealers are replenishing én- 
ventories which have dropped 
to a near low for the postwar 
period. 

The house-heating division’ 
of the gas industry is confid- 
ent. mparative records 
show that sales of gas cent- 
ral heating equipment (boil- 
ers, furnaces and conversion 
burners) this year are run- 
ning 14 per cent ahead of 


Biggers, chairman, and Geo- 
rge P. MacNichol Jr., presi- 
dent of leading Libbey- 
Owens-Ford Glass Company,

HOW TO CREATE JOBS 


In a new study entitled 
“Investment for jobs," the 
Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States urges 
changes in the tax laws that 
will encourage the invest~ 
ment of moncy in job creat- 
ing enterprises. The changes 
suggested are: reduce gov- 
ernment expenditures; move 
toward lowering of the pro- 
gressive income tax rates: 
tax persons with highly fluc- 
tuating incomes on the in- 
come averaged over a period 
of years; hold the corpora- 
tion income tax rate against 
any further increase and 
work toward a gradual re- 
duction; reduce the capital 
gains tax and make more 
adenuste fen for the 
offsetting of losses. 

This pro-raim, which the 
Chamber terms ‘imperative,’ 
is not proposed just in the én- 
terest of those who own 
shares in corporations. As 
the study's title implies, it 
is proposed in the interest of 
everyone who works for a 
living. During the next 20 
years, as a result of expec- 
ted population growth, we 
will have to create an aver- 
age of 1,000,000 jobs a year 
4f employment at the desired 
level is to’be maintained, In 
other words, the labor forte 
is to grow at a rate of 20,- 
000 people a week - and about 
$13,300,000,000 a year in new 
capital will be needed to 
create jobs for them. 

There can be no doubt that 
people in all income brackets 
are interested in buying 
shares in American enter- 
prise - the excellent response 
to a monthly stock invest- 
ment program which was 
started only a few months 
ago proves that, Also there 
can be no doubt that present 
tax laws do discourage in- 
vestment ~ and thus act as a 
brake on further industrial 
development and further im- 
provement in living and 
working standards,
